Women's New Status 


Ratification by the 


legislature of 
Tennessee of the amendment to the 
constitution of the United States ex- 
»tending equal suffrage to women: was 
noteworthy in that it made the 36th 


State.to approve of the amendment, 


and consequently made possible the 
promulgation of the new coustitution- 
al-change—as—binding-upon_the whole 
nation. As a‘restilt between 15,000,- 
000 and 20,000,000- women. will be 
added. to the list--6f qualified voters 
in - the -presidential . elections next. 
November. “In othet words, — there 
will. be in the neighborhood of 40,- 
000,000 eligible voters in the United 
_ States, a number unequalled in any 
other country. 


What. effect this large enfranchise- 
ment of new voters will have .on the 
fortunes of. the Republican and De- 
mocratic parties it is diffieult to say. 
The. probability is that in this first 

‘election the women.will, as a general 
rule, vote the same ticket as their 
men folks, but as'the years go hy and 
women ‘develop an aptitude for public 
affairs and a distinct political’ con- 
sciousness, it is altogether likely that 
marked changes willbe effected in 

. party policies and methods. 

The innovation will be for the good | 
of the 
cause, naturally, the woes of the | 
‘people of other parts of the world | 
will appeal more strongly ‘to’ the 
women than they appear to have 
done to the big financial and com- 
mercial interests of the United States 
dominated by men judged by thé 


treatment accorded the peace treaty: 


and ‘the League of ‘Nations, There 
will probably be less selfishness and 
more humanitarian feelings in Amer- 
ican politics of the future. 

The entranchisement of millions of 
women will also, in-all probability, 
have the effect of definitely settling 
the much vexed question of prohibi- 
tion and assure the cetention of pro- 
hibition of the liquor traffic as a per- 
manent policy of the United States.

In other respects the, effect of-the 
entry of wonien.into, politics is dis- 
tinctly. noticeable, Greater attention 
is being paid by governments to the 
problems of health and along many 
lines, making for hyman betterment 
in moral and’ Social: conditions, ‘and, 
in particular, in the direction of le- 
gislation establishing ‘and protecting 
the rights*of women, working girls 
and children generally: 

So, too, the’presence-of women in 
the legislatures of Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and British Columbia, an 
almost tettainly in the next Domin- 
ion parliament, as well as upon mitini- 
cipal’ councils and school. boards, is 
bringing new angles to the consider- 
ation of public matters of far-reach- 
ing importance. To_an_ increasing 


extent in the future, business in the |- 


government-and. the practical side of 
ministration will be~softened-by—at- 
tention being devoted to more senti- 
mental-and-aesthetical considerations. 

As a conséquence of the participa- 
tioh of women in public affairs there 
must come, as there has-come from 
their general entry into business, a 
greater self-reliance onthe -part -of 
the women. themselves. ~ They “will 
need it, becaise,.as_ they increasingly 
engage in. occupations formerly. fe- 
garded as the exclusive prerogative of 
the men, it is inevitable that the old 
déference paid by men to’ women will 
become. less in evidence... This ten- 
dency, regrettable as it is, is already 
noticeable in small matter, as, for in- 
stance, the growing reluctance of men 
to give up thir seats-to women in 
crowded cars or other places of as- 
sembly, or to giving them precedence 
in a‘crowd, Women will miss these 


little old-time courtesies, and it-is a’ 


pity that they should pass, as already’ 
there is too little gentleness and 
courtesy in this matter-of-fact, work- 
aday world. But it is a price that, 
apparently, must be paid in: this new 
age-of absoluté equality betwee men 
and women. 

It is to. be hoped, however, that 
mothers will ‘still-inculcate in ‘their 
sons a high regard and respect for, 
and gentleness and courtesy towards, 
women, and that all men will: strive 
to maintain such an attitude towards 
women even in-the stress, strife and 
turmoil of business and political life, 
and that the women will endeavor to 
be worthy of such regard from -the 
men, so that, with all the undoubted 
advantages of this new era,the world 
may not lose all ‘the old chivalry of 
the past. , ««
